M. Werner has observed 136 indi-

They go straight for 
it, even when they are at a distance 
so great that they could not divine its | 
presence by any of the senses known 
to us.

After 
Dineen’s arraignment in court, Crockett 
was allowed to appear, and he witlidrew 
his appeal taken yesterday when sen- 
tenced to 30 Gays in jail. Crockett’s 
case was then continued until (et. 20, 
he being allowed to go on probation. 
Dineen was then held.in $200 for a hear- 
ing Oct.19, °. : 

According to the story of the police, 
Dineen and Linski, his alleged victim, 
were out bathing togethér recently in 
Lake Quannapowitt, Wakefield, and 
upon putting on their clothing Dineen 
claims he missed-a silver watch, while 
Linski states *that lis $]1 was missing 
from one of &**-pockets.

Boston & Northern Notes. 


It is expected that by the end of the 
week a new schedule of running time 
as well as a new arrangement whereby 
the men are assigned to cars, will go in- 
to effect on the Boston & Northern 
system. The men on the line were 
notified of the ‘proposed change . last 
week and they have already begun se- 
lecting their trips in accordance with 
the new plan.. By this new plan, the 
cars in regular service are assigned to 
trips varying in length from 10 hours 
down to seven, the first trips being of 10 
hours the next ten being of 9 1-2 hours 
or over, and the remainder shorter. 
The men, who are uumbered according 
to their term of -sepvicé will be given the 
chance of cars in rotation. One man 
who stands No. Lon the list getting the 
first choice and No. 2 the second, ete. 
It is said that this plan was suggested 
by one of the motormen. It is said that 
one drawback of the new system will be 
that those who take the { 1-2 or 3-4 
hour trips will be paid for the actual 
hours of service, instead of being paid 
for a full ten hours as now. 


An order to equip all open cars with a 
guard rail has been issued by the Boston 
& Northern management. The order is 
a general one affecting all the various 
divisions of the Boston & Northern 
street railway, and has been introduced 
to protect the passengers. Many of the 
large cars are now eauipped with guard 
rails which prevent passengers from 
getting off the cars on both sides, and 
the conductors will be held to a strict 
accountability of enforcing the new rule 
with all electrics on the local division 
equipped with the guard rail. It has 
been necessary on many of the open cars 
used on the Lawrence division to equip 
them with new handle bars, and the | 
guard rails are so constructed that on 
the single truck electrics the guard rails 
run the entire length.

Work Progressing Rapidly for Opening Day—The 
' Teachers ron ee 


This has been the busiest summer the 
Andover school board has ever known. 
While it has always been the practice to 
make repaiis and improvements, in. the 
school buildings during the long va- 
cation never before have such extensive 
alterations been undertaken as have 
been under way this season. The task 
has bee a most difficult one and there 
is stilk much to-do before it can he said 
to be completed. 

Every effort has been made. to push

They are going to 
try in every way they can to avoid such 
a move, but as things are now they are 
unable to say positively that a slight 
delay in opening can be prevented. 

The improvements which are being 
made will cost: the town $45,000 and will 
make the equipment of the local public 
schools one of which the town may well 
feel proud. Andover schools, both 
public and private, have long stood in 
the first rank on educational lines and 
with proper heating and sanitation pro- 
vided in the buildings, safe guarding 
the health and ensuring the comfort of 
pupils and teachers, they will be all the 
more entitled to their high classification. 

No attempt will be made yet awhile 
to open the new building in which the 
central heating will be established. 
The contractors have not promised to 
complete the structure before Oct. 1. 
Quarters for the kindergarten will be 
provided in the new building, but the 
old kindergarten rooms will be used | 
until the new ones are ready so that | 
there will be no delay in opening the | 
school for the little ones. 


The New Building. 


The new building which is located 
just east of the John Dove school house, 
has been made only one story in height 
at present, but, as. was planned, the 
roof has been so constructed that it can 
be raised without reconstruction to 
allow for additional — stories. The 
foundation has also been built witha 
view to subsequent additions to the 
building. 

The boilers for the central heating 
plant which were made at the Merrimac 
boiler works in Lawrence, are being in- 
stalled in the east portion of the base- 
ment. ‘The boilers are to be set in the 
south end and the coal pocket will be 
hocated in the, north end, the boiler 


present work so far as it applies to the 
Punchard-school is no exception to the 
rule. Changes which were not antici- 
pated -have- proved necessary. Four 
chimneys have been torn down and in 


their place ventilating shafts have been | 


installed. This change was ordered by 
the state inspector of public buildings. 
The floor of the boys’ basement had to 
be' lowered over a foot because of the 
space taken up by the. ventilating ducts. 

Two closets north of the corridor on 
the main floor have been made intoa 
private office for the principal of the 
school. Such a room has been greatly 
needed. 

A large locker room has been fitted up 
for the boys in the basement and a 
private toilet room has been provided 
for the male teachers. The sanitaries 
have been located in the space formerly 
occupied by the coal bin. 

Inthe girls’ basement a room has 
been set apart as a dressing room for 
their use and the lady teachers will 
have a retiring room of their own. 

Notes. 

New sanitaries have been installed at 
the Indian Ridge and Bradlee school 
houses and considerable grading of the 
grounds about them has been. 


Supt. Palmer and Chairman Alden of 
the school board have given a great deal of 
time to looking after the work and have 
done all in their power to push ‘it along. 
The principal delay has been caused 
by the late arrival of the slate. It was 
very difficult to get the material because 
of the fact that practically all the big 
concerns handling it had received large 
orders, considerable of which was gov- 
ernment work, before the order for the 
local buildings was placed. 

A new furnace is to be installed at the 
Frye Village school and auother year it 
is proposed to add a boiler. 

lecorator Morton of Haverhill is re- 
tinting the interior of the Indian Ridge 
school house. 

Private rooms for teachers have been 
fitted up at both the Bradlee and Indian 
Ridge schools. 

The Abbott school has been discon- 
tinued, having been consolidated with 
the North school.

From this room heat will be 
supplied to four school buildings—the 
Jobn Dove, Stowe and Punchard High 
schools and the new structure. 

The new arrangement will not cause 
any additional» expense in regard to 
janitor service, since “‘iereafter the | 
janitor will have only one, fire to tend 
when in previous years he has had 
seven fires to care | for. Many had 
erroneously supposed ‘that the services 
of an engineer in addition to extra jani- 
tors would be necessary in consequence 
of the establishing of a central heating 
plant but when one takes into consider- 
ation the fact that the new plant con- 
centrates rather than enlarges the work 
of attending the heating apparatus it is 
apparent that one man can do the work 
without difficulty. 

The heat is to be conveyed from the 
central plant through cast iron steam 
pipes laid in conduits leading to the 
three other buildings. The iron pipes 
will rest on rollers to allow for the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the pipes. 

‘Two large rooms, sanitaries and store- 
rooms occupy the space outside the 
boiler room in the basement of the new 
structure. 

There are four large class rooms on 
the main floor, The kindergarten 
quarters will be on the south and one 
of the north rooms will be used for 
sloyd work. 

A covered passage will lead from the 
new structure tothe John Dove  build- 
ing. 

Changes in John Dove Building. 


The interior of the basement of the 
John Dove school has been consider- 
ably changed as a result of the arrange- 
ment. 

The old boiler rooms have been con- 
verted into well equipped sanitaries and 
aretiring room for the teachers has 
been provided, an innovation which is 
sure to be appreciated. The room is in 
the basement and ic is small but-it will 
furnish private accommodations which 
have been badly needed. The room will 


be plainly but attractively furnished. 
The floor will be carpeted and it will be 
fitted up with chairs, a lounge, table, 
mirror, ete. 

Another new feature is a supply room 
in the basement, where text books, 
chalk, and other articles can be stored 
until they are needed.

Pension Roll Decreasing. 

Pension Commissioner Ware in his 
annual report shows an unexpended 
balance of $1,706,508, the total outlay 
for the year being $144,712,787. Dur- 
ing the year 47,374 persons were added 
to the pension rolls, 326 by special act 
of congress and 
the balance by 
the pension bu- 


reau. During 
the same period 
49,157 pension- 
ers were drop- 
ped from the 
rolls. The re- 
port refers to 


the order issued 
by the commis- 
sioner Mareh 15 
last, in whieh 
age is made an 
evidence of dis- 
ability,and says 
thatin three and 
a half months 
of its operation 
only 8 per cent of the pensioners have 
asked for increase under its terms. The 
total number on the roll was 994,762, 
apportioned as follows: War of Revolu- 
tion, 3; war of 1812, 919; Indian war, 
5,886; Mexican war, 13,035; civil war, 
945,358; Spanish war, 16,829; regular 
establishment, 12,734. The commis- 
sioner recommends laws causing a pen- 
sioner to forfeit his pension on becom- 
ing a convict, to prohibit pensioning 
women who marry soldiers after the 
soldiers receive a pension and to pen- 
sion superannuated clerks. 


To Watch Food Importations. 

To prevent the importation of impure 
foods into the United States the de- 
partment of agriculture has euthorized 
a chemical laboratory to be opened at 
New York. Five expert chemists have 
been selected by the civil service com- 
mission to be installed on this work. 
Samples will be taken direct from each

analyzed, instead of being sent to | 


Washington, as heretofore’ Other lab- 
oratories are to be established at va- 
rious ports. 


Chicago’s Mail Tube Service. 

A new system of pneumatic brass 
tubes for the quick transportation of 
mail .bags from railroad stations and 
othef important points to the central 
postoffice was formally installed and 
accepted by the postmaster general at 
Chicago last week. It is the largest 
system. of its kind yet installed in an 
American city. 


Against Naval Wireless Control. 

Secretary of the Navy Taft made 
known in a letter to President Roose- 
velt his disapproval of the plans giving 
the navy department control of all 
wireless telegraph stations. He says 
that it would be stfficient for the joint 
navy ‘and army ‘boards in time of peace 
‘to keep a record of all stations, both 
private and public, with power in the 
havy department to assume control of 
them in time of war. 


Notes. 

During the last fiscal year more than 
16,000,000 acres of public land were 
disposed of, 258,000 less than the year 
before. The cash received amounted 
to more than $8,790,000, 

Major General Wood in the Philip- 
pines has organized four fighting com- 
panies of 100 men each to operate in- 
dependently of the regular forces for 
the capture and destruction of the 
Moros under Datto Ali. The rebels 
have adopted guerrilla tactics.

throne. This cereniony’ took place in 
the chapel of Peterhof’ palace with 
solemn retigious rites. The infant had 
been brought in a golden state carriage 
drawn by eight white horses. The 
baby gave a lusty yell when he was 
immersed in the sacred fountain. Bells 
chimed and guns boomed when the 
ceremony had been completed. 

A proclamation was issued the same 
day abolishing corporal punishment 
among the rural classes and remitting 
arrests for first offenses of the army 
and navy. It grants amnesty to Finns 
who emigrated without authorization 
and reduces the sentence for all com- 
mon law offenses except assassination. 
It sets apart $1,500,000 from the state 
funds for the purpose of forming an 
inalienable fund for the benefit of land- 
less people in Finland. 


Notes. 

During the session of the Franco- 
Spanish convention at Paris Aug. 20 
an agreement was signed providing 
for the construction of three railway 
lines across the Pyrenees. The lines 
are expected to be completed within 
three years, and ft fs anticipated that 
they will greatly increase friendly and 
commercial relations between the two 
countries. 

President Castro of Venezuela has re- 
fused to comply with Minister Bowen's 
request for the restoration of the prop- 
erty of the New York and Bermudez 
Asphalt company in Venezuela pend- 
ing legal proceedings. The Venezuelan 
court is to announce its decision next 
month. . 

The holy synod of Russia has modi- 
fied the divorce laws so as to reduce 
from seven to two years the period 
during which unfaithful husbands or 
wives may not marry again provided 
the offenders agree to do public pen- 
ance. 

The Austrian government has re 
spectfully declined the offer of the 
Vatican to replace France as a_ pro- 
tector of the Catholics in the far east. 
This is expected to résult in each coun- 
try’s looking after its own Catholic 
citizens hereafter.

Gossip of the Campaign. 

The Democratic campaign in New 
York state was started aggressively 
Aug. 25 in two-big meetings» one at 
Brooklyn, addressed by Senator Bailey 
of Texas, and the other at Deposit, ad- 
dressed: by ex-Senator Hill. Mr. Hill 
made a flerce attack on Theodore 
Roosevelt, ealling him “the man of 
blood and thunder’ under whom the 
foundation of a calonial system, con- 
trary to the spirit: of the éonstitution, 
had been laid. When Bryan and Cleve- 
lund could stand on the same platform 
he thought it was time that Democrats 
got together. 

Mr. Bailey also assailed the Roosevelt 
personality, contrasting “the rough 
rider” to “the judge.” He referred to 
the president as standing with his foot 
on the constitution and his sword in 
his hand, while the Democratic candi- 
date stood with his feet on the sword 
and the constitution in his hand. 

The various organs of the Socialist 
propaganda have broken out into more 
or less violent attacks on W. J. Bryan, 
the former radical leader of Democracy, 
since his announcement of a half heart- 
ed support of the Parker candidacy. 
J. Stitt Wilson, a former Bryan Demo- 
erat of California, has an extended 
open letter in the Soclalist Appeal to 
Reason, showing up what he regards 
as Mr, Bryan's utter inconsistency, 
charging that Bryan surrendered to 
Wall street at St. Louis. He calls on 
the workingman who followed Bryan 
in 1896 and 1900 to follow him no lon- 
ger, but tells Bryan it is never too late 
to mend.

WAS OXCE PRINCIPAL OF ME- 
THUEN HIGH SCHOOL, 


William H. Cotton, who was princi- 
pal of the Methuen high school in 1875 
and 1876, died suddenly of apoplexy at 
his home in Lebanon, N. H., Thursday. 
He had been in feeble health for some 
time, but had been uble to attend to 
his business. 

William H. Cotton had been a prac- 
titioner of law in L>banon, -N. H., 
since September, 1876. He was a native 
of Newmarket,, a son of Oliver and 
Sarah (Furber) Cotton, and was born 
February 6, 1846. He was fitted for cul- 
lege at Northwood seminary and grad- 
uated at Dartmouth college in the class 
of '72. His law instructors were George 
Cc. Peavey of Stafford and Col. L, E. 
Pingree of Hartford, Vt. In December 
1875, he was admitted to the Windsor, 
Vt., county bar, and at Haverhill, 
March term, 1576 to practice there. 

He was married to Miss Persis A. 
Wood of Lebanon, March 21, 1876. They 
had one son and two daughters. 

As a lawyer M-. Cotton was studious 
and conservative. His papers were 
carefully prepared and his cases were 
managed with reference to what he re- 
garded as the best interests of his 
clients. His integrity in business, po- 
litical, secial and all other affairs was 
beyond reproach. In 1884 he was elect- 
ed to the office of county solicitor, but 
he never was a candidate for a politi- 
eal office outside the line of his pro- 
fessional duties. His political affilia- 
tions were with the Republican party.

LIFE IN LIQUID AIR. 


In recent experiments on_ bacteria, 
Dr. Allan Macfaden, director of . the 
Jener institute in London has found 
that some of these microscopic plants 
will resume activity after immersion 
in liquid air for six months. Evident- 
ly life under conditions of this sort is 
potential rather than actual, and ex- 
ists only in virtue of the possibility of 
its revival. Matter that lives thus 
while frozen must be, Dr. Macfaden 
thinks, “in a new and hitherto unob- 
tained ‘third’ condition, between life 
and death, and furnishes us with an 
absolutely perfect case of “suspended 
animation."’ It is evidently no longer 
possible to maintain that the low tem- 
perature of space would have prevent- 
ed the arrival of living germs with 
cosmic dust, which was suggested by 
Heimholtz, the great German physicist 
and others, as a possible way in which 
life may have ween introduced on the 
earth.—Success.
